ed States retain the right to decide 
what questions affect its national 
honor and interest and withholding 
all such questions from the jurisdic­ 
tion of the League. 
Senator

called up his reservation which pro­ 
vides that the United States ‘‘ad­ 
heres to the principles of self-deter­ 
mination" aud expresses the hope 
that Ireland may soon be independ­ 
ent and become a member of the 
League of Nations. Senator Thom­ 
as offered an amendment to include 
Korea. 
He declared the reserva-1 
tions should also include the Philip-; 
pines. Porto Rico, Hawaii, Guam and j 
tf>e Island of lap.
